Js 1H 1H REAS by Our Froclamation Dated the 26th day 
of j«u'y !olt pait, We thought fit to Publiſh ſome Rules 
and Orders to be obſerved in the reſpeCive Reg:ments 
of His Mafeſty's Army in this Kingdom, For the bet- 
ter aſcertaining what Stoppages ſhall for the future be 
made in each Regiment of Dragoons, for Re-mounting 
the 1eſpeAive Troops, upon the Death and Decay of 
Tories, and for preventing any Diſputes that may 
#r:{: ctween the Officers and Soldiers relating there- 
unto). Wc dc hereby Order and Declare, that for Ke- 

. : ILY ESDE) movin och Troop of Dragoons for the time to come, 
the Captain thereof ſhall ſtop trom each Man, Three Shillings and Six Pence per 
Month, during the Six Summer *ſonths, viz. from the Firſt of May, to the Laſt of 
Ofober incluſive, the keeping, the ! lorfes being but a ſmall Expence to the Men, 
during the Grals Seaton, and tor the utter S x Months there ſhall be no DeduCtion 
made. The Mo. cy to ſtopt in the Summer, thall be laid out to Buy Horſes in the 
room of ſuch 5 Dyc, or become Unterv.ceable by Age, or other Miſchance during 
that Year, ach Captain ſhall D:\count with his Troop on the Firſt of May yearly, 
for all the Money that was ſtopt in the preceding Summer Months; and if any of 
the ſaid Money ſha!l remain in his Elands, he (hall d.v:de it equally among the Men, 
only ſuch Man who (hall have loſt a Horſe, and hath been Ke-mounted out of the 
Bank Money v..thin the {aid Year, is not to rece. veany ſhare of the Over-plus Money. 

And it is further Ordered, that trom every [)r2z00n who lofes a Horſe, and 1s 
Re-mounted as atorefaid, ſhall be ſtopt for the Six ealuing Grafs Months, Seven 
Shillings per Month, which Summ ſhall be added to the Bank, «nd Diſcounted as 
aforeſaid, 

By this Method the Horſes being in Common to the whole Troop, fuch Dragoon 
who ſhall be Diſcharged at his own Requeſt, or thall be Broke by the Sentence 
of a Court Martial, or by the Order of the Government, ur the Gen: rl, thali have no 
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pretence or challenge to his Horſe, neither is he to have any Money for him, but 
the Horſe is to remain in the Troop for His Mafeſty's Service, to mount the Soldier 
that ſhall be Inliſted in his room ; For which reaſon no Captain ſhall ſtop or make 
any Deduction for a Horſe from any Dragoon he ſhall entertain, neither ſhall any 
Captain Diſcharge a man without acquainting his Colonel, and giving the reaſons 
thereof. 

And if it ſhall ſo happen that any of the I roops ſhall be Disbanded, the ſeveral 
Horſes of ſuch Troops are hereby declared to belong to the Dragoons that ride them, 
and not to the Captain; and each Dragoon ſhall carry oft the Horſe on which he 
Served. 

And whereas upon full Examination of the Deductions which have been made 
from each oon for the time paſt, it appears to Us, that there has been more 
ſtop'd from fome, then either the Value of their Horſes,or the contingent Charges and 
Expences amounts to, which has been ſtopt by the Captains, as a Fund to anſwer 
theſe Uſes : We have therefore thought fit to Order and Dire&ft, that in Conſidera- 
tion of the ſaid Stoppages, cach Captain ſhall pay baok to each Serfeant that has Ser- 
ved before the Year 1694, the Sum of Three pounds, To cach Corporal, Twopounds. 
To each Drum, One pound Ten Shillings, And to each Dragoon, Twenty ſhillings. 
And to each Serfeant that has Served betore the Year 1696, Thirty ſhillings, To each 
Corporal, I wenty ſhillings. To cach Drum, Fifteen fhillings, And to each Dragoon, 
Ten ſhillings; in full of all Acceunts, by reaſon of the Stoppages aforeſaid, 

And as to Dragoons that have been Diſoharged, it is hereby Ordered, that ſuch 
of them as have Served Four Years from the Firſt of Janwary 1691; and left their 
Horſes in the Troop without receiving Satisfaftion for them, ſhall be paid the 
Summ of Twenty ſhillings, Such as have been Inli{ted ſince the Firſt of January 1695, 
_ to receive nothing, 

o Pragoon who ſhall hereafter be Diſcharged at his own Requeſt, or be Broke 
by Sentence of a Court-Martial, or Order of the Government, or General, shall have 
any Challengeor Pretence to his Arms. But if any 'ſroop shall be Disbanded, each 
Dragoon am carry of his Sword, and Receive the I welve Shillings ſtopt towards
